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The entire equipment of the sections for research in electro-acoustics 
and magnetophones (laboratories 06 and 09) of the Bureau for Cineraato- 
g-mphy at Berlin-Babelsberg is to be sent to the UGSR. These sections 
have been under the control of Golobiev and Grigoriev. Ko German 
workers will accompany the equipment. 

The Bureau is no longer under Russian control, and all Russian employees 
returned to the USSR on 31 December 1949 with the exception of Podbo”odievski, 
h ea d of the Bureau, who returned from the USSR about 16 Hovember ana who 
remained in Germany to effect the final transfer of the Bureau to Genian 
control*

The Bureau 9 s research will continue under the German Democratic Government, 
but this entails re-equipment of the laboratories, since all the machinepr 
and instruments were removed by the Russians.
